-Motorman Hailed, but 


not Quick Enough. 


A serious accident occurred on the'M. 


E,. &, K. electric railway at Oak Creek 
Saturday evening, a horse being killed 
outright imd a. cutter smashed to bits. 
The car which figured in the collision was 
being run by Andrew Matson of this city, 
and "left Milwaukee at 7 o'clock bound 
for Racine. A short distance north of 
Oak Creek thc motorman came upon a. 
horse and cutter directly in the center 
oi the track and before he could stop 
or reduce the speed of the car to any 
great extent, the collision occurred, the 
horse being thrown from the track and 
killed. 


Along a large portion of the car line 


the snow has been piled to a great height 
by the large rotary plows which have 
be.cn passing over the line thc past week. 
It was at one of these points that the 
accident occurred. 
According to

story told by the driver of the horse, a 
South Milwaukee butcher, he was un- 
able to use the roadway on account of 
the groat piles of snow and 
therefore 


drove on the track*. 
He noticed thc 


headlight of the car approaching direct- 
ly in front of him and realizing his dan- 
ger, being unable to again tnke the road- 
way on account of the high bank ot 
snow, he leaped from 
the cutter .ind 


sprang upon'thc high 
bank, running 


ahead some little distance in order to try 
to attract thc attention of the motorman 
before he should strike the horse. He 
waved his amis, and attracted the mo- 
torman's attention, but too late, as thc 
car was then within a short distance of 
the animal. There was a crash, the horse 
was thrown off thc track and pieces of 
the cutter flew in nil directions.

Word "Treaty" lor the 


Word "Agreement." 


EMBODIES VIEWS IN 


LETTBfi TO CULLOM. 


In His Judgment the Amendment Nul- 


lities Proposed Treaties—Senate 


of Oniuion He is Usurping 


Its Powers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
1 L—President 


Koasevelt has addressed u letter to Sen- 
ator Cullom, chairman of the committee 


on foreign relations, stating that the ac- 
tion of that committee ia amending the 


arbitration treaties by substituting for 
the 
word 
'•'agreement" 
the 
word 


"trenty," is, in hia opinion, not a step 


forward, but a st<-\* backward. If the 
word '-'treaty" is substituted, the treat- 


ies would amount to n. specific announce- 


ment ngainst thn \vhole principle of a 


general arbitration treaty. The presi- 


dent also snys that if in tho judgment of 
the.president, an amendment nullifies a 
proposed treaty it seems to him that it 


ia no less clcnrly his duty to refrain from 
endeavoring to secure a ratification of 
the amended treaty.

LETTER TO SENATOR CULLOM. 


Tho While House, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. JO, 1005. 


My Dear Senator 
Cullom: I 
learn 


that" the *eimto committee on foreign 
relations hns reported the arbitration 
treaties to Ilio rennte, amending them 
by substituting for the 
word "agree- 


ment" in the second urtiele, the word 
"treaty." The effect of the amendment 
is (o make it no longer possible, ns be- 
tween its contracting parties, to submlx 
any 
matter whatever 
to 
arbitration 


without first obtaining u special treaty 
to cover the oa~e. This will represent 
not a step fnnvard. but a step back- 
ward. Tf tlie word "agreement" wero re- 
tained it would be possible for the de- 
partment, of state to do n5. for instance, 
it 1ms alrendy done undcr-The Hague 
treaty in tlic Pious fund arbitration case 
with "Mexico, and 'submit to arbitration 
such subordinate matters ns by treaty 
the senate had decided could be left to 
the legislature to' submit ur.d^r a juris- 
diction limited by the general treaty of 
arbitration, ll the word "treaty" be 
substituted the result is thiit every such 
agreement must be submitted to the sen- 
:i7o; and these general arbitration trcnt- 
ies would then cense to be such, and in- 
deed 
in 
their amended form, 
they 


amount 
to 
a specific 
pronouncement 


against the whole principle of a general 
arbitration treaty. 


Tlie senate has of course, the absolute 


right to reject or amend in any way it 
sees fit any treaty laid before it. and 
ii is clearly the d'lity of the senate to 
take iiny step which, in the exercise of 
its best judgment, it deems to be for the 
interest of the nation. If, however, in 
the judgment of the president, an amend- 
ment nullifies a proposed treaty it, seems 
to me that no less dourly his duty to 
refrain from endeavoring to secure a rat- 
iticntion, by the other contracting pow- 
er or powers, of the 
amended treaty; 


and after much thought I have come to 
the conclusion that longht to write and 
tell you that such is my judgment in 
this case. 


PRESIDENT CRITICISED. 


As soon ns tlie doors were closed upon 


the senate in legislative session today, 
Senator Cullom presented and read the 
letter from the president to himself in 
which the president hud taken exception 
to the senate's amendment substituting 
the word "treaty" for the word "agree- 
ment." The letter was some-thing of a 
surprise to many of the members of the 
senate and the rending received the un- 
divided attention of all present. When 
the reading had been concluded. Senator 
Morgan took the floor and making the 
president's letter the text of his re- 
marks proceeded with a sharp criticism 
of legislative interference with the sen- 
ate in performing its pnrt in the mak- 
ing of treaties. He spoke of the letter 
as another evidence of the preside'nl's 
tendency toward tho usurpation of the 
senatorial prerogative and said that the 
president had no more right to interfere 
with the senate's consideration of the 
subject at this stage of the proceeding 
that the senate would luivc had to in- 
terfere with him while the treaty w:ii 
in process of preparation. 


SPOONER UPHOLDS WORDING. 


When Senator Morgan completed hi- 


speech, Senator Spooner took the flooi 
and following somewlint on the lines o 
Mr. Morgan's remarks, took issue with 
the president on the substitution of the 
word "treaty" for "iigrceincnt," con 
lending that ihc change wns not an in 
dication of any backward step, but that 
with Ihis chnngc the consummation of 
the treaties would mark an important 
•itop forward. He said thnt the ralifi- 
cnlion of the treaty'as amended by the 
committee would pledge the government 
to thd general proposition 
of arbitra- 


tion. He nl-'o mude a strong contention 
for the preservation of 
the 
senatorial 


prerogative and instancing tlin 
agree- 


ment with reference to the Pious fund, 
declared 
that even that should 
liavo 


been presented to the senate, notwith- 


standing the genera] provision for sub- 
mission to The Hague tribunal. 


TO STAN DON PREROGATIVES. 
The discussion in the senate showed a 


determination, to stand- firm in regard to 
the prerogatives of the senate and to in- 
sist that the word "treaty" should be 
substituted for."agreement" in all of the 
treaties, which is the crucial point in the 
contention 
between the president and 


the senate. 


The discussion which was characteriz- 


ed by expressions of the highest regard 
for the president was along the line that 
the senate could not if it would, sur- 
render its part of the treaty making. 
Among the senators who took this posi- 
tion today in addition to Senator Spoon- 
cr were Messrs. Foif-ker and Lodge. 


The latter was especially firm in sup- 


porting the committee amendment and 
insisted that with all due regard to the 
president it was the senate to deter- 
mine its rights and to support its pre- 
rogatives.

THE ELECTION' LAW. 


Considerable discussion having prevail- 


ed with reference to the meaning of the 
law in regard to city elections. C. C. Git- 
tings today furnished the following con- 
cise review of the fame: 
Editor Daily Journal: 


There seems to be a grcnt deal of mis- 


apprehension among the voters ns to tho 
scope of the primary election law as ap- 
plied to city election?. I have received 
so many inquiries regarding it within the 
past few days, (hat 1 am led to believe 
that a brief statement through the col- 
umns of the local press, explaining the 
principal features of tho law, may be of 
some service. 


The first important thing to know in 


relation to it is the fact that it is very 
simple and easy to operate. There is 
noth'ing complicated about it. 


All candidates for nomination who de- 


sire to have their names appear upon tlie 
official party ticket must file with the 
city clerk, at least fifteen days before 
tho day of holding the primary, u nomi- 
natian'papcr signed by «t least three per 
cent of the total vote of his party in the 
district he seeks to represent. 


Tlie last day for filing nomination pa- 


pers with tlie city clerk for the coining 
election is March Cth. 


The primary election will be held on 


March 21st. 
The polls will open at C a. 


m., and close at 0 p. m. 


Tho official ballot shall consist of the 


several party tickets, in the form of the 
Australian ballot, attaehed together in 
such n way that the elector after having 
marked tlie ticket he desires to vote, can 
easily detach it, and deposit it in the bal- 
lot box. The unused tickets nre deposit- 
ed in a box provided for that purpose. 


Xo person can vote at the primary who 


is not a. qualified elector of the precinct, 
and duly registered therein; but he may 
register on the primary election day. 


The person receiving the greatest num- 


ber of votes at u primary us the candi- 
date of a party for an ollice, shnll be the 
candidate of th.it party for such office, 
and his nnmc ;is such candidate shnll be 
placed on the official ballot at the follow- 
ing election. 


Vacancies occurring after the primary 


arc filled by the party committee, the 
f.ame as under the old law. 


The party committee* are elected at 


the September primary. The three per- 
sons receiving the highest number of 
votes in iiny wanl, constituting the ward 
committee 'and the. one having tlie Inrg- 
est vote being chairman. The city com- 
mittee slml! consist of tlie party chair- 
men for the oeveral vrnrds. The commit- 
too elects it* own officers.

That is not n very pleasant paragraph 


flouting nrouiul, shoved to tho front by 
the witty paragraphors to the etVoot that 
tho interstate commissioners have never 
been bought by the railroads, find tluit 
the reason i«, the roads never perceived 
the neci'iwity therefor. 
This is as may 


be seen, a not 
warranted underhanded 


reflection upon tho commissioners, iho 
inference being that if tlic law hud been 
such the courts would have been obliged 
to reswct it imd therefore the commis- 
sion, the roads would have proceeded 
to if possible purchase decisions from the 
interstate commerce committee.

certainly true enough there lias never 
been the slightest occasion at any time 
for the railroads to concern themselves in

state commerce law, and no one for :\ mo- 
ment questions this right. 
If it is his 


belief the proposed laws go too far, and if 
the details arc to be too much of a hard- 
ship upon the railroad interests, it is his 
right to oppose their enactment into law. 
Kven if his constituents, favor strenuous 
legislation to this purpose, he is not to 
be coinpe'led to break his <»vn conscience. 
Hut here the thing ends. Jt is one thing 
to oppose and the other fo charge those 
favoring with improper motives. In op- 
posing 'it is not his privilege to grossly 
insult the supreme court of the United 
States, and very likely the railroad in- 
terests which lie is even so violently sup- 
porting, have not expected he would as- 
sail so contemptuously the highest court 
of the land. Xo good railroad lobbyist 
would be. guilty of such a gross impro- 
priety, and either 
this Massachusetts 


congressman has misread his instructions, 
or his xcal had carried him much fur- 
ther than his railroad 
friends 
would 


judge prudent. 


This congressman in the course of a 


strong speech opposing railroad rale leg- 
islation by congress took occasion to at- 
tack the ' less efficient 
Ksch-Townscnd 


bill, and had it been the Qiiarles-Cooper 
measure, his rage might be better un- 
derstood, still any semblance of govern- 
mental supervision is to him like a red 
llag is to a lively young bull. This meas- 
ure declares Congressman McCsul, crossed 
t he line, between regulation and confisca- 
tion, and the consequent picture he drew 
of the destruction of our cities and com- 
munities because of what he said would 
follow 
this inoceuous Ksch-Townsend 


measure, government ownership, was 
really pnthotic. 


This so far was about what might lie 


looked for in tlic heat of debate, but 
where this congressman affronts the Am- 
erican people nnd lowers the self respect 
of every right minded representative of

As a 
fact the courts will decide as they view 
the evidence, the law in the ease, and the 
law ns evidenced by the limitations of the 
constitution, but it may be inferred if 
congress expressly confers certain powers 
upon this commission which admittedly 
it has not hitherto directly conferred, it 
is possible tlic courts will not uniformly 
decide against the commission as in the 
post and will give the people a run for 
their white alley. This probability of the 
court? is what may have so furiously ex- 
cited this Massachusetts member

without question. England is a constitu- 
tional monarchy.

ago or even twenty-five years ago.

HILL SEES VISIONS. 


President J. J. Hill perceives jrave 


dangers ahead if any legislation is enact- 
ed by which the railroads can be required 
to observe certain rates announced by 
any interstate commerce commission as 
substitute for unjust and 
preferential 


rates. All this legislation of course car- 
ries with it the abolition of every form of 
rebate, no mutter how made, and Presi- 
dent Hill is strenuously opposed to any 
interference of the government whatever, 
lie is reported to have said: 


"I do not think it will hurt any of the 


railroad properties in which I am inter- 
ested. What T want to particularly em- 
phasize in this matter is the danger to 
general business of attempting to force 
the general principle of government su- 
pervision. When tho federal government 
undertakes to spread its power over pri- 
vate business it simply moans the de- 
struction of individual enterprise." 


These expressions were elicited in re- 


sponse to one asking him his opinion of 
the Ksch-Townscnd rate measure. What 
he might have said if it had been the 
'only genuine measure before congress, 
the Quarlcs and Cooper measure, referred 
to, may be conjectured. This last named 
measure puts any fixed rate of the com-

LADY CLERKS. 


London's lady clerks are increasing 


in number with remarkable rapidity. 
An official return which has been com- 
piled shows that their ranks, which in 
1SS1 included 17,359 young women, rose 
to a total of 03.7S4 tn the year 1901.

CZAR PACIFIES HIS SUBJECTS 


Undor«e» the Scheme for Bovlval of the 
ZumskT Zobor, or Ancient Lund Parliament 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 13—The news 


that Emperor Nicholas has endorsed the 
scheme for the revival of the zemsky 
70bor, or ancient land parliament, which 
the old emperors'convoked in times of 
stress, has spread through the city and 
created intense satisfaction among the 
liberal classes. 


The newspapers this 
morning 
were 


filled with articles descriptive of this an- 
cient Russian institution, indicating that 
word had gone forth that the govern- 
ment had decided to listen to the voice 
of tho representatives of 
the 
people. 


Naturally there is some skepticism as to 
whether the government intends frank- 
ly to take thw step, but the general ver- 
dict is that if the emperor has succeeded 
in shaking off reactionary influences and 
now proceeds in good faith to summon 
the zemsky zobor, he will rally to his 
support the moderate liberals and per- 
haps arouse a wave of genuine enthus- 
iasm in tho country. The liberals arc 
convinced that a meeting of such a con- 
servative body must be followed by re- 
forms. 


The imperial decree ordering the re- 


formation of the commission, reposes the 
presidency of the body in Senator Chid- 
lovski, a member of tho council of the 
empire, and instructs the committee to 
ascertain immediately the causes of dis- 
content of St. Petersburg's workmen and 
devise measures to prevent such discon- 
tent in the future. 


The commission is to consist of repre- 


sentatives of government departments, 
the various industries, and the workmen. 
The president is authorized to report in. 
person to the emperor and determine the 
number and mode of selection of the 
commission.

ger shipping its crude tar out of the 
city to private refining companies, and is 
now in shape to take care of this by- 
product. It ha; erected on the land east 
of the plant a tar still for the purpose 
of boiling down the crude tar and con- 
verting it into pitch. This pitch is rea- 
dy for the market when it is taken from 
the still and packed into barrels. There 
are few companies in the state which 
handle their own tar, the local company 
being one of the first to come into the 
field with a plant of its own. 


Another great improvement which has 


been made recently at the gas plant is 
the installation of a large meter for 
measuring every foot of gas that is man- 
ufactured and stored in the large reser- 
voir. This meter is nine feet in diame- 
ter and cylindrical in shape. The esti- 
mated cost of this machine is not less 
than $5,000, and it required fully five 
months to install it. It wr;s built en- 
tirely in sections and all of the 
main 


parts of the outside covering arc made 
of the heaviest steel. The large pipes 
through which the gas passes into end 
out of the huge meter arc eighteen inches 
in diameter and are also of the heaviest 
construction.

several weeks. The first protests 


against the treaties were made by sena- 
tors from southern states, who sought 
:n amendment which would preclude: the 
possibility of the arbitration of claims 
against their states by reason of repud- 
iated 
bonds. Later it was suggested 


;hat an amendment should be adopted 
which changed but one word, that of 
'agreement" to "treaty," in article 2, 
making the article read as follows: 


In each individual case the high con- 


tracting parties, before appealing to the 
permanent court of arbitration, shall 
conclude a special treaty defining clearly 
the matter in dispute, ihe scope of the 
oowers of the arbitrators and the per- 
iods to be fixed for the formation of the 
arbitral tribunal and the several stages 
of the procedure. 


The amendment answered the purpose 


of the protests made by the southern" 
senators and in addition to that estab- 
lished the principle that any matter in 
the nature of a treaty with a foreign 
government must be consummated by 
the president "with th* consent of the 
senate." In this form the committee 
reported the treaties to the senate." 


The. letter of the president objecting 


to the amendment was given in the Jour- 
nal of Saturday. 


VERTICAL SYSTEM A MISTAKE 


Girls Employed Who Write That Warare 


SorlonBly Handicapped. 


Business men of Racine claim that the 


teaching of vertical writing in the pub- 
lic schools is a mistake. One gentleman 
at the head of a large manufacturing con- 
cern in speaking of the system said yes- 
terday: '"In our employ we have many 
girls engaged in addressing envelopes and 
circulars.

It is 
impossible for the girls to make any kind 
of speed with the vertical style and they 
are badly handicapped."

the vertical system and ninety-nine out 
of a hundred are said to he

with the strnight-up system.

of education to interview the various 
leading business men of the city and as- 
certain whether they approve of the ver- 
tical system; whether they dcern a young 
man oi1 woman who uses this system less 
valuable than those who use the old 
style.

THE HOUSE RATE FOR REGULATION 


Chicago News: .The passage of 
the 


Esch-Townsend bill in the house by the 
remarkable vote of 326 to 17 a definite 
step forward is taken toward railway 
rate regulation. It is only a step, it is 
true, for the senate presumably will re- 
fuse to pnes the bill before the expira- 
tion of the present congress on March 4. 
The measure, which las the support of 
practically the entire country, Republi- 
cans and Democrats alike, may be taken 
:o represent the minimum amount of 
railway rate regulation which will be 
considered acceptable by the public. 


It combines the features contained in 


,he bills of Mr. Each of Wisconsin and 
Mr. Townsend of Michigan -and was ac- 
cepted as a preferable substitute to a 
number of other bills. It provides that 
;he interstate commerce 
commission 


shall have the power when a rate is 
iomplained of as unfair to fix another 
rate which is to go into effect after thir- 
;y days and remain in effect unless re- 
versed by the courts. For the adjudi- 
cation of such cases it is provided that a 
special court of transportation shall be 
created to have jurisdiction 
over 
all 


suits arising out of the effort to fix 
rates. This court is to have power to 
enforce or restrain the commission's or- 
ders, but in reviewing the case, it is to 
accept, the 
commission's findings as 


prima-facic evidence of tho facts. 


If the interstate commerce commis- 


sion is to exercise any real power in the 
reasonable regulation of freight. rates 
some such provisions us these are indis- 
pensable. The bill represents the bent 
judgment of the congressional and ad- 
ministration leaders who seriously mean 
to provide measures that shall be of 
practical effect. 
While it differs in cer- 


;ain important features from the Davey 
}ill, advocated by the house Democrats, 
it promises to be no less effective. The 
'act that the house 
threw 
out 
the 


worthless Hepburn bill, providing that 
the commission's findings should be sus- 
DCndcd pending appeal to the courts, and 
substituted a measure giving the com- 
mission, some real power, is of good au- 
gury.

est. 
It is upon the senate that the 


friends of the proposed 
reform mnst 


now concentrate their efforts. 


THE GOVERNORS RAILWAY BILL. 


Evening Wisconsin: The railroad rate 


commission 
bill introduced 
in both 


houses of the Wisconsin legislature Sat- 
urday is a measure extraordinary for the 
radicalism of its provisions. What it 
ostensibly aims to accomplish is 
what 


everybody 
wants—namely, absolutely 


fair rates, utter extinction of the prac- 
tice of discrimination between individ- 
uals, and sufficiency of train service and 
comfortable accommodations for the pub- 


lic. 
The. method by which it seeks to 


attain these ends is one that to students 
of political history will seem to .imply a 
confidence in benevolent despotism. 


The bill vests three men with auto- 


cratic sway over tho railroad business of 
Wisconsin, nnd clothes the governor with 
the power to appoint these three men. 
The twins of the commission'.rs arc 1'o 
be MX years, and their salaries S5.0UU 
per annum. In 
February, 
1000, the 


terms of the first batch of appointees are 
to begin to expire, and thereafter one 
commissioner is to be appointed every 
two years. Appointments, to be valid, 
must be confirmed by the senate and 
concurred in by the assembly. The only 
appeil from rulings of Vne commissioners 
is to he to the circuit court of Dane 
county. The burden of proof is to rest 
upor nil objecting railway company to 
show why any ruling of the. commission 
should not be enforced. 


Tlicrc win be no fight in our legisla- 


ture :it its present session on the prin- 
ciple of railway regulation. Th: contro- 
versy vfill be as to the method by which 
such regulation shall b°. enforced. Legis- 
lators in both houses who arc heartily in 
favor of railway regulation in tli3 inter- 
est of (he pccple will rpposc this 
bill 


on the ground of its incongruity with the 
spirit of American institutions.
